REFUSES TO VOTE THANKS TO GROVER.

Democratic County Committee Displeased 
with the Distribution of Patronage. 

At a lively meeting the Democratic County 
committee last evening refused to pass a vote 
of thanks to Grover Cleveland for the manner 
in which he had distributed the patronage. 
The committee also refused to pass the amend- 
ments to the Constitution favored by Mayor 
Hopkins and which propose to deprive the 
Chairmen of the County, Congressional, Sen- 
atorial, and Town committees of the right to 
name convention presiding officers. 

The rebuff to the President arose out of the 
announcement made through a letter of Con- 
gressman Black that a postoffice had been es- 
tablished at Columbia Heights, and that the 
Postmastership of this office, which is worth 
$50 a year, is at the disposal of the County 
committee. Harry Donovan moved in a sar- 
donic sort of way that a vote of thaaks be 
given the President for his consideration. The 
Chair proceeded to put the motion. It was 
howled down. The Black epistle was then re- 
ferred to the Committee on Township Organ- 
ization and Harry Donovan moved facetiously 
that Gen. Black be invited to address 
the committee in referenee to the patronage. 
This was ruled out of order and the commit- 
tee adjourned for two weeks, when prepara- 
tions for the Aldermanic and town elections 
will be entered upon. Mayor Hopkins re- 
signed from the committee and Frank 4 5 
Gaulter, Clerk of the Circuit Court, was elect- 


The trouble grew out of the relation of the 
case to the criminal statute of limitations.

Therefore the argument on the 
motion was continued until yesterday, to 
enable the State's-Attorney to fortify his con- 
tention with affidavits. 

It is said State’s-Attornéy Kern and his as- 
sistants, having me satisfied that Judge 
Chetlain would set the prisoner free and that 
the responsibility and blame would rest on 
them, resorted to an unprofessional trick. 
That is to say, while Assistant State’s-Attor- 
ney Knight was arguing hefore Judge Chetlain 
the motion for a discharge Assistant State’s- 
Attorney Pearson slipped into Judge Free.

“To. the Senate of the United States of 
America: The undersigned manufacturers of 
agricultural implements respectfully repre- 
sent that we are opposed to any legislation by 


the Congress of the United States that will in 


effect discriminate against us. We are in- 
formed and believe that the Canadian manu- 
facturer has an advantage over us in the cost 
of labor and is at no disadvantage in the cost 
of material; that he can and has copied the 
best work of our inventors and manufactur- 
ers. We further represent that by the tariff 
legislation of the Dominion of Canada, which 
imposes a duty of 35 per cent upon agricult- 
ural implements, we are shut out from her 
markets, and that it will be unjust to permit 
the manufacturers. of implements in Canada 
to ship their goods into the United States, 


free of duty, unless we are allowed the same, 


right in that country. We submit that per- 
fect fairness to manufacturer and consumer 
alike will not require that we compete with 
Canadian manufacturers at this disadvantage. 
We therefore ask that pending legislatior# be 
so framed. that the duty upon agricultural 
implements manufactured in Canada be re- 
moved only when our products are admitted 
free of duty into that country.” 

The following resolution was adopted: 
“That the admission of farm produce into 
the United States from Canada as contem- 
plated by the Wilson bill is against the inter- 
ests of the farmers of this country. As manu- 


facturers of farming implements we favor the 
modification of tha bill so as not to discrimi. 


nate against the produce of the American 
farmer.“

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SMOTHERED OHICAGO DIGS ITS WAY 
| OUT OF THE SNOW.

Takes a Long Breath and Goes About Its 
Business=Mountainous Drifts Brought 
Down to Surmountable Hillocks=Mayor 
Hopkins Orders Street Car Lines to 
Cleari Off Streets as Provided by Ordi- 
nance and Will Impose the Penalty 
Uniess It Is Done. ‘ 

Chicago was dug out of the snow yesterday 
and found to be practically as good as ever. 
In a large portion of the city the work of dis- 
interment was far from thorough, yet a good 
start was made—enough at least to dssure the 
prospectors that the houses and business 
blocks stood about where they did when the 
storm began. 

In the down-town district the greatest prog- 
rees was Made. Crossihgs were dug out 80 
that it was possible to make the journey from 
one corner to the other without the aid of 
snow-shoes. Sidewalks were cleaned off on 
most of the principal streets and in a few 
places even the streets themselves were 
cleared. Around Marshall Field’s retail store 
sidewalks and streets were clean. In front of 
the Palmer House, on State street, the last of 
the big drifts heaped on the walk by Monday’s 
storm was not cleaned off until 1 o’clock. 


Before that hour pedestrians were forced to 


make use of a pass through a huge drift just 
north of the entrance, which was only wide 
enough to accommodate one person ata time. 

The City Hail seemed to have fared the 
worst both in the storm of Monday and in the 
matter of cleaning up afterward. The broad 
walk on the west front was piled several feet 
deep with snow so that it was practically im- 
passable. A narrow path cut through the 
snow to the street afforded access to the west 
entrance. Out on the. sidewalk a gang of 
shovelers toiled all day long trying to trans- 
fer the drifts from the walk to the street. 
They had just succeeded by nightfall. 

Large City Forces at Work. 

Supt. Schofield of the Bureau of Street 
and Alley Cleaning kept a force of 2,400 men 
and seventy-five teams busy. The chief work 
was that of clearing away snow from street 
intersections. The force of the bureau or- 
dinarily is about 8,000 men. but 600 of 
them failed to report yesterday, find ing more 
profitable work digging snow for individuals. 
Mayor Hopkins notified the Superintendent 
to work as many men as he could in order 
that the snow in the down-town districts may 
be cleaned away as soon as possible. 

It was the horses that suffered the most from 
the effects of the storm. ‘They had to plod 
through the deep drifts hauling loads that re. 
quired their utmost exertions every step of 
the way. Every horse on the street was jaded 
and wretched. , 

People who rodein carriages were at a dis- 
advantage for once. Progress was extremely 
slow and whén the destination was reached it 
was about as difficult to land as to beard a 
ship ina storm. All the sidewalks were lined 
with embankments of snow too soft to bear 
one’s weight, too deep to wade, and too short 
to slide down hill on. At street crossings 
these embankments swelled into formidable 
pyramids. Teams, pedestrians, and street 
cars were jammed into the valleys between 
these hills to the great inconvenience of every- 
one and the peril of the pedestrians. 

In the residence portions of the city the sit- 
uation was much worse. Ina gréat many 
cases the sidewalks were not cleared off and it 
was only possible to get along through nar- 
row footpaths just wide.enough for the pas- 
sage of one personiata time, In front of va- 
cant lots this passage was lacking and the 
pedestrian was foreed to take tothe middle 
of the street, where he floundered through 
snow loosened by passing wagons until it was 
a great deal more than shoe-topdeep. The 
high walls of snow along streets occupied by 
car lines rendered travel trying to tempers 
and wearing on grip car bells. It was out of 
the questica for teams to turn out and the 
only thing the gripman could do was to wait 
for the horses to 

Aside from this any 
consequence on car lines. All ** 
and sweepers available were set to work as 
soon as the storm abated Monday night so 
that the tracks were in fairly good shape by 
6 o'clock and cable trains and horse cars 
were nearly on time all day long. A cable 
train jumped a switch at Wisconsin street and 
delayed North Clark street cars for an hour 
in the forenoon. 


Companies Ordered to Clear Away Snow. 


Commissioner of Public Works Jones noti- 
fied the officials of the different street rail- 
road lines that they must comply with the 
city ofdinances and cart away snow from cer- 
tain streets which he mentioned. The ordi- 
nanee requires the companies to do so 
within a reasonable time after noti- 
fication by the Commissioner under 
penaity of a fine of $100 per day until the 
show is removed. The West Chicago Street 
Railroad company was ordered to clean Har- 
rison, Van Buren, Adams, Madison, Randolph, 
and Lake streets from Michigan avenue to 
Halsted street, and Milwaukee avenue from 
Lake street to Chicago avenue, The North 
Chicago Street Railroad company was notified 
to remove snow from Wells street between 
Kinzie street and Chieagq avenue, Clark 
street between the river and Chicago avenue, 
North State street between the river and 
Division street, Division street between State 
street and Market street, and Dearborn street 
from Polk street to Kinzie street. The Chi- 
cago City Railway company was ordered to 
clear Wabash avenue, State street, and Clark 
street between Van Buren street and Twenty- 
second street. Mayor Hopkins says he pro- 
poses to see that the order is obeyed to the 
letter or the fine collected. 

Something of an effort was made to get rid 
of the snow by the street railway companies. 
The West Side line had a small force of men 
and teams at work and the North Side lines 


sent out forty teams and ninety men to haul: 


away the snow at Division, Clark, and Wells, 
and other principal corners. 

On the lines of the Chicago City railway 
company they did things on a broad gauge 
plan. Early in the morning every foreman 
on the roud was called to the telephone, where 
he recetved instructions from the main office 
to hire every man and every team that could 
be procured, These as fast as they were pro- 
cured were set to work all along the line, Al- 
together 500 men and 100 teams found em- 
ployment on the lines. 

Fair Weather for a Day or Two. 


There will be sunshine in Chicago today. 
The weather man said yesterday: |“ Tonight 
the thermometer will go down to 10 degrees 
above zero and Wednesday it will rise to 20. 
It will be ordinary stationary weather, but it 
the wind should just turn a little to the north.

TRAINS DUG OUT OF WABASH VALLEY.

snow-storm that has visited the Wabash Val.

THIRTY MEET DEATH IN OKLAHOMA,

blizzard seems to be over here and business is 
being resumed. Four trains that have been 
snow-bound near Red Rock, in the Cherokee 
Strip, for thirty hours, came in early this 
morning. Besides two families reported frozen 
near Cross, an unknown man was found near 
the Ponca Indian agency frozen stiff. Near 
Stillwater a man was found frozen to death 
under his house, and south of Cleveland, in 
County O, a family of three perished. Two 
Tonak wa Indians arc reported to have been 
found deadina hut. Near Anadarka three 
Indian children, who were caught out in the 
storm, perished. It is believed the fatalities 
in Oklahoma will number thirty. Se of 
cattle and horses perished in the strip and in 
the big pastures in the Osage and Kiowa res- 
ervations. The number of dead cattie will 
reach the thousands, 

Assabooge, a Creek Indian woman aged 
120 years, the oldest person living in the Ter- 
ritory, was caughtin the blizzard while re- 
turning from a visit to her daughter and 
frozen to death. 


ESCAPED CONVICT FROZEN TO DEATH. 


Another Loses His Feet in the Blizzard in 
’ Tennessee Mountains, , 
NasnvILLR. Tenn., Feb. 13.—A_ short time 
ago forty-nine convicts escaped from the 
prison stockade at Coal Creek. All had been 
retaken but two. This morning both of these 
were found in the mountains, One had been 
frozen to death in last night’s blizzard and 
the other had his feet so badly frozen that 
amputation is necessary.

Gov. Mckinley’s Speech. 

Gov. William McKinley responded to the 
toast ‘‘ Our Country,“ as follows: 

The present condition of the country is 
neither cheerful nor attractive. The pause 
in our prosperity is apparant, and ‘has given 
occasion as well as opportunity for reflection. 
The past year has been one of compulsory ed- 
ucation. The country has witnessed much 
and learned much. While Congress is at 
work revising the tariff the people are at 
work revising their views, While the repre- 
sentatives of the people are tnadly struggling 
to execute election decrees of 1892, as they 
interpret them, the people afe as madly re- 
pudiating their own action of that 
year and condemning the interpre.

If the 22 in power at Washington 
would reject the free trade doctrine as they 
have already the free coinage doctrine they 
might emphasize their want of good faith to 
party pledges and party professions and add 
another to their many inconsistencies; but in

“The repeal of the Sherman law—so- 
called—did not bring the relief promised by 
President Cleveland. How much of evil it 
may have averted I do not stop to discuss. It 
is certain that business distress is felt even 
more oppressively now than when the silver 
law wasin force and before Congress was 
called in special session. 


Dear Object Lessons. 


„The people are just now feeling politics. 
They are having an object lesson—one which 
furnishes a practical demonstration. We are 
attending upon the school of experience, and 
while the scholarship is free the expense is 
enormous. The school of events,“ as 
Lincoln called it, has many graduates 
just now, It is a singular anomaly 
that the ople, the source of 
all power in this country, are powerless to 
help themselves, and have been singe the elec- 
tion of 1892. It is a condition where» the 
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ple's 
‘ple, and the latter have no immediate power 
to remove their Commissioners or discharge 
them from their service, ty must suffer 
for their own acts and the acts df their agents, 
and must submit until the relation of princi- 
paland agents is terminated by law. They 
vannot displace their ‘eon servants until the 
legal period for which they were chosen has 
expired. They can assert their power at the 
next election and not before, and at that time 
can retire their Representatives and select 
new ones who will carry out their will. ) 

It is to be regretted that the people must 
so long wait, so long suffer, and suffer from 
their own agents; but as this is a government 
of law the people, who are the sovereigns, 
must submit to the time. This lesson, dear 
as it has been, may be useful. It will teach 
us all that elections are serious public trans- 
actions, and that their effect does not end on 
the day of election, but continues through the 
legal and constitutional term for which Presi- 
dent and Congress are elected and cannot be 
ended sooner, and it teaches us also that 
small and extraneous matters, local dissen- 
sions. and personal and sectional prejudices 
should not control in great public elections 
which involve great principles and questions 
of grave public policy. 

*The history of the government is that the 
people are supreme and the officers their serv- 
ants. The situation now is one where the 
servant is supreme and, the master is tempo- 
rarily helpless. The people can petition to 
Congress, but that has no influence. That 
makes no impression. 

Another Anomaly. 


„There is another anomaly in the situation 
today. While Congress is engaged in reduc- 
ing the revenues Cleveland’s administration— 
of the same political faith as Congress—is in- 
creasing the revenues by what it calls tem- 
porary loans.“ Congress is professedly reduc- 
ing taxation to relieve the people of burdens, 
and Cievelandis adding to their burdens by 
fastening 5 „ them a bonded debt of 550, 
000,000. It does not seem to occur. to the 
leaders of the Democratic party that the 
bonds of the government, bearing 5 per cent 
interest, are a burden quite as oppressive 
as any system of tariff or taxation, and 
that they will some time have to be paid, and 
that the only meansof paying them is through 
taxation. They seem to regard it quite as 
business-like and statesmaniike to pay the 
curreut expenses of the government by bond- 
ing the government as by raising the money 
by taxation. But what else could you expect? 
They are pledged to reduce the tariff, and will 
do iteven if it interrupts the prosperity of 
the country and involves an increase in the 
public debt. 

„That the receipts of the government are 
falling short of the needs of the government 
does not stop them in their career of tariff 
reform. Indeed, this condition is a free trade 
sequence, and has always in our history fol- 
lowed the imauguration of free trade or a 
tariff-for-revenue-only — * Again. while 
they ure reducing the revents of the govern- 
ment they are reducing the incomes of 
the people, and governinent and people 
are getting poorer at the same time 
and from the same cause. Their proposed 
free trade measure is not only diminishing the 
occupations and wages of the people but is 
diminishing the value of the people's invest- 
ments. Every variety of property has shrunk 
in value sincé the party of tariff reform én: 
tered upon its possession of the government. 
Every manufacturing plant, every stock and 
boud, from a government to a municipal 
bond, has felt the depreciating influence of 
the free traders. They have diminished 
everything but the people's debt. The peo- 
ple want a change, and they want it bad. 
They want it sooner than they ever dreamed 
they would want it; and they never wanted to 
vote so badly in all their history as they do 
todcy. They are tired of their ¢ontract be- 
fore the period of its legal termination. They 
are tired of this tariff-tinkering, bond-issu- 
ing, debt-increasing, Treasury-depleting, busi- 
ness-paralyzing, wage-reducing, Queey-restor- 
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ing administration. :

Father Phelan Says He Is Not Alarmed 
hy Bishop Bonacum’s Charges. 

St. Lovis, Mo., Feb, 13.—[Special.]—

CAL ARMSTRONG FREE. 


THE QONVICTED EMBEZZLER ES- 
OAPES PROM THE KOKOMO JAIL 


His Absence Not Discovered for Twelve 
Hours, as it Was Thought He Was III 
and Sleeping in His CelleA Tramp Gets 
Away with Him=<Assets of the Union 
Debenture Company at Minneapolis Se- 
riously Questloned- General News from 
the North west. 


Koxomo, Ind., Feb. 13.—[Special.]—Calvin 


Armstrong, the defaulting Tipton County 
Deputy Treasurer, whoa few days ago was 
given a three years’ sentence for embezzling 
$43,000 of the public tunds, broke jail here 
last night and escaped. His trial ciosed Sat- 
urday, having lasted nearly three weeks. 


Monday afternoon Armstrong sawed off a two 


inch iron bar of his cell on the second story of 
the jail, and, sliding down to the first floor, 
secreted himself behind the cage at the far 


end of the corridor, taking a section of the 
bar two inches in diameter and two feet long 


with him to use asa weapon, He remained 
there until the Sheriff came in to feed the 
prisoners, and when that officer went up-stairs 
with the supper Armstrong and a tramp in- 
dicted for stoning a train made a rush for the 
open door, 

The officer up-stairs did not hear them, and 
bya combination of singular circumstances 
the noted embezzler and his tramp ally es- 
caped unnoticed. The most remarkable feat- 
ure was the fact that the escape war not dis- 
covered until this morning, giving the fugi- 
tive fully twelve hours the start of his pur- 
suers. At the moment of the escape the other 
inmates of the jail intormed the officer that 
Armstrong was sick and asleep on his cot. 
Knowing he was feeling badly over his con- 
viction and sentence the Sheriff believed tne 


statement and made no further investigation. 


Another of the many astounding) features is 
Armstrong’s getting out of tovn without be- 
ing recognized, The streets were filled with 
people and his face was familiar to every- 
body. 
_ This is Armstrong’s third attempt to break 
jail. Two efforts were made at Tipton. 
Today Watson Pitzer, son of Dr. Pitzer. 
one of the most prominent residents of Tip- 
ton, was arrested as young Armstrong’s ac- 
complice. He is charged with givmg his 
sporting associate the saw used in escapmg 
and also a roll of money. Last Saturday 
evening Pitzer visited Armstrong in his cell, 
und it is believed he handed Cal $100 and the 
saw. The ‘Tipton County people, whose 
money the gay young Deputy Treasurer had 
squandered on the race track and gambling 
rooms, are furious over the escape. They 
were indignant over the mild sentence given 
the embezzler and the escape has intensified 
the feeling to the lynching point. A liberal 
reward is offered for the capture of the 
fugitive. 
Armstrong, while his father was County 
Treasurer for two years, used $60,000 on the 
race track and in gam bling-rooms and saloons. 
Though he had no money of his own he 
bought an expensive string of horses, and with 
his satchel full of money taken froin the 
county vaults he followed the races for two 
years. The taxpayers’ cash flowed like water. 
The crash came last July, when money was 
wanted to build a court house. The father 
was also implicated and got one year in 
prison, and the son soon joined him in stripes.

At the semi-annual meeting of the Illinois 
State Board of Underwriters yesterday morn- 
ing at the Great Northern Hotel a report was

of electricity as a fire hazard. The commit 
tee was appointed at the annual meeting of 
the board held at Kankakee last August and 
instructed to investigate the hazard of electric 
light and power houses, reforms in equipment 
thereof and construction, prepare a proper 
schedule of rating thereon, and prepare for the 
promulgation of a common-sense schedule of 
points to be investigated when making inspec. 
tious. The committee advises the adoption 
and promulgation of the rules and require- 
ments adopted by the Underwriters’ Interna- 
tional Electrical Association. On the question 
of charges for deficiencies in installation the 
report has the following: 


The only way the underwriter can receive help- 


in meeting an increased loss ratio from an ascer- 
tained cause is by making an extra charge there- 
for. It is universally conceded that thousands of 
buildings already wired by inexperienced and in- 
competent workmen will cost the companies mill- 
ions of dollars in losses by fire. Let us at once 
set about receiving payment for the increased 
loss ratio on the imperfectly completed work, 
and by raising rates on faulty construction of 
future equipments demonstrate to the electric 
companies.that they must correct faults or they

to the consumer. In this way we strike at the 
root of the evil, help ourselves, and fulfill that 
important public service of fire underwriters, 
make safer the homes and business interests of 
our customers from loss by fire.

Pacific Insurance Union Will Not Invite 
Dissolution by Sanctioning Open Rates. 
The Pacific Insurance Union at its last 

meeting decided against a rate war in Oak- 

land. The proposition favoring a suspension 


of rates in the Towns of Oakland, Alameda, 


and Berkeley was voted down by a large ma- 
jority. It is impossible to estimate the 
amount of business influenced by the exten- 
sive rebating donein the last few months. 
Some of the insurance men, however, volun- 
teered the information that they had cut the 
rates by paying 25 per cent commission in- 
stead of 20 per cent, and, with this admission, 
it is certain that the story is true that as high 
a cut as 45 per cent has been made in some 
instances. Oakland agents not only madea 
little something for themselves but in in- 
numerable instances gave the assured a 25 
per cent rebate. 
The members of the Pacific Union. who 
first advocated open Oakland rates evidently 
appreciate the fact that such rates would be 
succeeded by a free fight for business every- 
where and a dismemberment of the Union.

PRIOES GIVE WAY SHARPLY IN THE 
STOOK MARKET. 


The Break Is Led by Diamond Match 
Stock, Which Falls ta 114<Nearly Ali 
Sales Were for the Account=The Street 
Railways Also Break Sharply and Close 
at the Bottom=—Lake Street Elevated 
the Only Steady Stock on the List- 
Strong Sterling Market. 


It was a bear market. Everything de- 
clined, and the decline in some instamces was 
heavy. The most conspicuous weakness is in 
Diamond Match stock. The opening . was 
soft at 12244, and the stock went down stead- 
ily. It touched 114 before the day closed 
and the last sale was at 11444. The Board of 
Trade is supposed to be active in the market 
on the selling side, but there was a difference 
of opinion as to whether the stock is short or 
long. It was noticeable that nearly the en- 
tire sales of the day were for the account, It 
Board of Trade operators caught on the de- 
cline in wheat have been forced to sell long 
stock it is hardly probable that they would 
be selling it for the account. The 
chances are that a good part of the 
selling has been short, but posgibly some 
small part of the sales for the account have 
been against long stock. The temper of the 
room was exceedingly bearish, though with- 
out any especially.new reasons who it should 
be so. All the traders seem to have suddenly 
arrived at the conclusion that an industrial stock 
paying 10 per cent ought not to sell above par, 
and on that theory the whole room is talking par 
for the stock. That makes it rather doubtful if 
it will go there, but it must be admitted that the 
market is uecidedly heavy, and it must be ad- 
mitted that there is some force in statements that 
an industrial stock must not sellon toohigh a 
basis.

The principal problem to be solved is to find 
a way whereby a direct violation of 
the anti-pooling clause of the inter- 
State commerce lawcan be avoided. The 
Erie, it is understood, strenuously opposes the 
formation of a regular pool that provides for 
both traffic diversions and money settlements, 
in control of the United States 
refore not in a position to bid 
law. There are other roads 
in the association who are opposed to the 
formation of such a pool as is now proposed. 
They think an ordinary agreement providing 
for traffic diversions to even up balances 
would fill the bill and secure the maintenance 
of agreed rates. There are a few who think 
that the formation of out-and-out pools at 
this time, when both the Patterson and Gor- 
man bills for repeal of the anti-pooling clause 
are before Congress, would prejudice the case 
of the railroads and prove disastrous to their 
interests. Against this it is argued by the 
advocates of pools that neither 1 nor 
passenger rates can be maintained u the 
proposed pools are carried in effect and are 
enforced. With such light business as 
roads are now doing, they claim, 
other roads besides the Erie will be 
forced into bankruptcy if rates are not main- 
tained. Aldace F. Walker, late Chairman of 
the joint committee and formerly a member 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
was called in to give his views as regards the 
formation of pools without coming intodirect 
conflict with the inter-State law. No definite 
conclusiom was reached and another session 
will be held today, when the proposed pas- 
senger pool will receive attention and the 
matter of reducing rates on corn in order to 
stimulate the business will also be given ¢on- 
sideration.

mined. Sugar is still, all reports to the con- 
trary, an unknown factor in the revenue 
schedule, although it can be stated with 
positiveness that it will be taxed. All of yes- 
terday and much of this morning was de- 
voted to the consideration of that article, with 
no apparent results. 


Demands ot Sugar Men. 


a and White of Louisiana insist that 
the maximum tax on sugar shali be 1 cents. 
Where the tax is to begin they are not partic- 
ular, so that it be graded up to reach the ftig- 
ure named. This scheme, they claim. will 
protect the producer froin the free im porta- 
tion of raw sugar, and the graduated tax will 
enable the refiner to refine the raw product 
here at a reasonable protit without harm to 
the producer, netting the refinera protection of 
between one-eighth and one-quarter of a vent. 

Mr. Voorhees, Chairman of the Finauce 
committee, has been indisposed for the last 
two days and remained away from the Cap- 
itol. His presence was requested by the com- 
mittee, however, and Mr. Voorhees came to 
his room at noon, where he was joined by the 
subcommittee and other Democratic mem- 
bers of the Finance committee, A general 
review was then had of the work so far gc- 
complished, and the sugar schedule particu- 
larly was made the subject of discussion. 

It has been the expressed policy of the Fi- 
nance committee to grant no hearings, yet 
there appears to have been a modification of 
that policy so far as some of the Democratic 
Senators are concerned, and some of the Sen- 
ators interested in schedules the committe 
has under discussion have been admitted to 
the committee-room and have been heard by 
the subcommittee, it appears that those in- 
terested in gloves, tobacco, the iron schedule, 
and sugar have been most favored in this 
manner, Private delegations representing 
various industries have failed utterly to get 
to the committee. 


Catholic Prelates Desire a Change. 

Catholic prelates of the country, including 
Cardinal Gibbons and Archbishop Corrigan 
of New York, are endeaving to secure a 
change ip the phraseology of Sec. 636 of the 
tariff bill relating to iree art. Under this 
provision of the bill pictorial paintings on 
glass, imported expressly for presentation 
to national institutions, religious and other 
societies, are admitted free. What the me- 
morialists desire is that this qualification 
should be stricken from the paragraph so that 
glass of the foregoing character may not be 
dutiable under any circumstances. It is ex- 
pected that the Senate committee will recast 
the paragraph and place stained glass in Sec. 
603, which admits free regalia and statuary 
where imported in good faith for the use of 
any educational, literary, or religious society. 

Mr. Shoup (Rep., Idaho) in the Senate 
today gave notice of a number of amend- 
ments to the tariff bill, among them to strike 
out the provision relating to the duty on lead 
and lead ores, and substitute the McKinley 
tariff now in effect. Also to increase the duty 
on pig and bar lead from one cent, as pro- 
vided for in the Wilson bill, to two centsa 
pound, and to increase from one nd a quarter 
cents a pound to two and a half cents the duty on 
leadi n sheets, pipe, shot, and lead wire; also to 
strike out all of the section putting grapes. 
plums, and prunes on the dutiable list and 
substituting the following: ‘**Grapes, sixty 
cents a barrel of three cubic feet capacity or 
fractiona! part thereof; plums and prunes, 
two ceuts a pound,”’ 


Income Tax and Sugar. 


The decision upon the income tax will have 
an important bearing upon the sugar ques- 
tion, as it is not believed that both the income 
tax andthe sugarduty will be necessary to 
supply the requisite revenue, in view of other 
changes contemplated. It is now even more 
certain that the income tax will be retained 
than that sugar will not be interfered with, 
and if it should not be stricken out the recom- 
mendation of the subcommittee will be favor- 
able to free sugar, dependent upon one other 
contingency. This contingency is the 
possibility of not being able to pass the bill 
unless something is done for sugar. This 
question is giving the committee more con- 
cern than any other in. cohnection with the 
sugar schedule, but they appear not to be in- 
clined to take the chances on the loss of 
some Democratic votes with the hope of 
getting Republican votes if they should be 
hecessary to pass the bill without a sugar 
ta

There will in all probability be no altera- 
tion of the tobacco tax, as the committee 
seems inclined to think the tax of 6 cents a 
pound is as high as should be imposed unless 
it becomes necessary to increase it for 
revenue purposes. 


Feeling in Official Circles That a New 
Bond Issue Will Be Necessary. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Feb. 13.—The regular 
Treasury statement issued today shows that 
the receipts from customs at New York for 
the first ten days of this month aggregated 
$2,651,373, as against $4,525,391 last Feb- 
ruary and $4,321,475 in February, 1892. 
Of this 16.1 per ‘cent was vaid in gold and 
60.3 in silver certificates, the balance being 
divided up among other ag of money. 
With the sale of bonds the Treasury is not 
only gaining gold but also gold certificates, 
ha ving now on hand of the latter $497,950. 
There is no likelihood, however, of the Treas- 
ury resuming the issue of gold certificates, as 
there is no good reason to believe the gold in 
the Treasury will long remain above the 
$100,000,000 mark. Itis only $4,000,000 
above the reserve now, and with but $4,000,- 
000 of gold to be received from the new bond 
purchase. If it is the intention to keep the 

old reserve intact it is the general belief in 
— circles that a new issue of 850,000, 
000 in bonds will have to be resorted to with- 
in the next few months unless Congress comes 
to the rescue, as the expenditures continue to 
run ahead of the receipts at the rate of $6,- 
000,000 a month. ae :

DOLE’S LETTER TO WILLIS WITHHELD 
BY THE PRESIDENT. 


People Think It Peculiar That It Was Not 
Sent te Congress with Other Hawalian 
Documents=Thurston’s Statement of His 
Interview, with Gresham Believed to 
Be Trustworthy-Gray Continues His 
Attack on Stevens and Extols the Pres- 
ident=Pointed Questions by Teller. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.]— 

Senator Gray’s cuckoo notes in behalf of the 

administration’s Hawaiian conspiracy were 

ended today. He has been two days at it, 
undertaking to abuse ex-Minister Stevens, but 
even the Delaware Senator has been cautious 
about indorsing the effort of Minister Willis 
to bully the provisional government out of 
existence, 

There was a good deal of curiosity today 
among the Congressmen to read what Mr. 

Cleveland calls the correct version of the in- 

terview between Secretary Gresham and Min- 

ister Thurston. When that interview took 
place Minister Thurston was, like the Ameri 
can public, in entire ignorance of the plans ot 
the administration. He only knew from the 
publication of Gresham's famous report that 
the restoration of the Queen was contemplat- 
ed. He had possibly heard, as everybody else 
in Washington heard, Secretary Gresham's 
boasts that the restoration policy would be 
carried out up to the hilt’? and the Queen 
would be put back at all hazards. A micro- 
scope, however, tails to detect any real dis- 


crepancy between Minister Thurston’s report | 


of that interview to his government and the 
cut and dried statement of Secretary Gresham. 

The Secretary’s caution in dictating his 
version of the interview after it had taken 
place makes people wonder why there could 
not have been some caution shown in the 
way of definite instructions to Willis when he 
was pleading against carrying out the restora- 
tion policy. . 

Implacable Hostility to Hawail 

The only thing shown by the President’s 
desire to get what he calls the correct version 
of the ‘interview between Gresham and 
Thurston before the public is the malignant 
hostility of himself and the Secretary of State 
to the provisional government. It is pos- 
sible that the President will at some future 
time give Congress a correct version of the 
interview which took place between the Sec- 
retary of State and Mr. Carter, one of the 
Hawaiian Commissioners, last spring. Mr. 
Carter has made a statement to the effect. that 
the Secretary of State, in answer to a direct 
question from him, declared that there was no 
purpose of restoring the Queen. There has as 
yet been no denial from the Secretary of 
State of the version given by Mr. Carter of 
their interview. 

It is looked upon as a little peculiar that 
President Cleveland is apparently still with- 
out the most extraordinary letter which 
President Dole wrote Minister Willis. That 
letter contained the provisional government’s 
detailed indictment of Minister Willis’ at- 
tempt at terrorism. It is high time that it 
was forthcoming. Representative Hitt said 
today that he knew positively that the Dole 
letter had been in the possession of the Presi- 
dent of the United States for upwards ofa 
week. Why he had negiected to divulge the 
specifications contained in the letter was a 
matter which he alone couid determine, but 
he was maintaining his policy of giving Con- 
gress only what he saw fit. There was no se- 
crecy about the letter in question save in ad- 
ministration circles, for its contents had been 
discounted from Honolulu several days ago. 
GRAY AGAIN ATTACKS MR. STEVENS. 
Facts Distorted in a Lame Argument in 

Support of Cleveland. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—Mr. Gray 


(Dem., Del.) resumed his speech today in the 
Senate in support of the resolution from the 
Committee on Foreign Relations declaring it 
unwise and inexpedient to consider further 
the treaty or project of annexation of the 
Hawaiian territory. After reading some tes- 
timony showing a statement by Mr. Soper that 
he had assurances from the old man 
himself —meanmg Minister Stevens—Mr. 
Gray said that that testimony left no room 
for doubt that the revolution in Honolulu 
never would have occurred had it not been 
for the assurance that the military forces 


| from the United States warship Boston would 


be on shore to support and countenance what 
was to be done toward dethroning the Queen 
and establishing the provisional government. 
Mr. Gray directed attention to the marked 
contrast between the attitude of Mr. Stevens 
towards the provisional government and his 
attitude towards the government of the 
Queen, to which he was the accredited 
minister.“ He also referred to Mr. Dole’s 
statement to Mr, Biount that at first the pro- 
visional government could not have gotalong 
without tne aid of the United States troops; 
and he said that there was no possible escape 
from the conclusion that the provisional gov- 
ernment could not have existed one moment 
without tne moral and physical aid given to it 
by Mr. Stevens. 


Promoting Annexation Sentiment. 


I do not believe,“ said Mr. Gray, that 
the evidence from which I have read extracts 
can leave any doubt in the mind of the Senate 
that Mr. Stevens, long before the emeute of 
January, 1893, had been actively promoting 
what he called **annexation sentiment,“ and 
that he was in close communion with thosé 
who desired to bring about a change of gov- 
ernment by overthrowing the established 
government and setting up one that would 
treat for annexation to the United States. 

Mr. Gray then eulogized the getion of Pres- 
ident Cleveland and continued: 

A good deal has been said about the hauling 
down of the American flag in Honolulu. When 
the American flag is hauled up by the order of a 
Democratic President it will be hauled up under 
circumstances that will keep it where it is until 
the winds of heaven have blown it into rags. It 
will never be hauled up in dishonor. It will 
never be hauled up so as to put the great people 
whose symbol of power and authority itis to the 
blush. It will never misrepresent the magnanim- 
ity, the greatness, the courage of the ‘people of 
the United States, as it did when it was hauled 
up at the request of this revolutionary junta in 
the Hawaiian Islands on the Ist of 
What are we to say in condemnation of the Presi- 
dent who unhesitatingly, when he found that a 
wrong had been done, ordered the flag to be 
hauled down? The American people will always 
commend a President who does the right thing 
and who is not governed by the mere clamor and 
jingoism that are sought jo be injected into this 
case. 

Mr. Gray argued that the appointment of 
Mr. Blount as Commissioner to Hawaii was 
not such an office as required confirmation by 
the Senate. 

J am not so much concerned,“ said Mr. 
Teller (Rep., Colo.), as to what has been 
done as I am as to what is going to be done, 
I ask the Senator if be understands that the 
whole question.has been remitted by the Pres- 
ident to Congress? : . 

„The President says so, Mr. Gray an- 
swered. 

„Mou understand that.“ Mr. Teiler re- 
marked, with an air of satisfaction. Then 
l want to ask him whether an effort is now 
being made by this government to restore the 
Queen to power!“ : 

‘*T don’t know of any such effort.“ Mr. 
Gray replied. *‘ The same sources of infor- 
mation are open to the Senator that are open 
to me. I do not know of any.“ 


Another Pointed Question. 


Mr. Teller—I want to ask the Senator 


another\question. If the matter has been 
submitted to Congress I ask him (as a mem- 
ber of the committee charged with this mat- 
ter) what it is proposed that we do? Are we 
to do what the President has failed to do or 
are we to consider the matter settled and to 
let the provisional government remain? 

Mr. Gray—If the provisional government 
has established itself in such manner as to be 
able to make itself in reality a de facto gov- 
ernment (which, in my opinion, it never was 
during the p ing months), then I conceive 
that the best interests of the Hawaiian people 
and the best interests of the United States 
will be promoted by its going on and obtain- 
ing the sanction of the people if it can, which 
up to this time I have never heara of its hav- 


ing done. 
Nr. Teller—I hope that the Senator speaks 
for the administration. I think that it would 
be a good deal better to do that than to keep 
this matter in doubt, to keep the Ha- 
waiian people in an unsettled condition.

The Post- 
oftice Inspector for the district will be in. 
structed to take the matter before the United 
States court and the District-Attorney in or- 
der to have the parties prosecuted for violat- 
ing the lottery law, and the department will 
also take steps to prosecute them.

Internal Revenue Receipts Increase. 


The receipts from internal revenue during ‘the 
first ten days of the present month aggregated 
$5.079,211, as against $4,514,804 during the cor- 
responding period last year, a gain of $564,407. 
This increase is regarded by Treasury officials as 
a sure sign of returning business activity. The 
significance of it will be understood when it is 
known that since the beginning of the fiscal year 
the receipts from, internal revenues had con- 
stantly declined month by month until the ag- 
gregate receipts for the half year were fully 
$12,000,000 less than for the corresponding 
period in 1893.

TRANS-MISSISSIPPI CONGRESS OPENS, 


President McConnell States the Objects of 
the, Meeting Committees Named. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 18.—The Trans- 
Mississippi Congress began its session today. 
President McConnell stated the object of the 
meeting. We must not forget,“ he contin- 
ued, that the West is part of the great 
United States, and that we must consider the 
interests of the whole Nation as well as of the 
West.“ Many questions, he said, would be 
presented to the consideration of the con- 
gress, and they should be carefully pondered, 
There should be some representative of the 
congress as Permanent Secretary—not a 
cheap man, but one of good business capaci- 
ty, deserving of a liberal salary, who would 
maintain an office in Washington, so as to 
be able to urge upon national legislators the 
objects of this congress. In the past the res- 
olutions of this congress have not received 
proper attention at Washington. It would 
not be worth while to pass resolu- 
tions unless some effort is to be made 
to keep them before the national legislature, 
There is not likely to be a contest over the 
election of President. Gov. McConnell is not 
seeking reélection, but probably would be 
willing to serve another term if the honor 
were unanimously tendered him. There is 
likely to be a lively competition for the per- 
manent secretaryship. President MeCon- 
nell’s suggestion that the salary be made 
$4,000 or $5,000 a year, if acted upon fa- 
vorably, is likely to raise a swarm of candi- 
dates. The various committees were appoint- 
ed. Among the notable delegates present are 
Gove. McConnell of Idaho, Rickards of Mon- 
tana, Stoneof Missouri, and Markham of Cali: 
fornia; ex-Govs. Murphy of Arizona and 
‘Laughton of Washington; Alexander Majoris 
of Denver, author ot ‘Seventy. Years Upon 
the Frontier“ and inaugurator of the express 
running between St. Joseph, Mo., and Sacra- 
mento, Cal.; Mrs. Easterbrook of Port- 
land, Ore., the first woman in the United 
States ever sent to the Congress; and 
Mrs. Mary Lynde Craig of Redlands, Cal.

may result in the exhuming of Karl Henry 
Muller’s body to determine if he, too, did not 
die of poison. Forre and Muller were 
patients of Dr. Kremien and they died very 
suddenly. Kremien is locked up, charged 
with forging a will in Forre’s name which 
gave to Kremien’s wife an estate of $6,000. 
Muller was witness to the alleged will, and, it 
is ‘stated, knew that it was a forgery. Muller 
suddenly became ill and died within forty- 
eight hours. It is said that Kremien had a 
dozen dogs, and that he experimented on 
them with various poisons to note the effect. 
Marshal Frey has received a letter from In- 
spector Shea of Chicago stating that Kremien 
hae apparently been confounded with Dr, 
Meyer, now awaiting a second trial for mur- 
der in New York, but’ that the Chicago police 
do not know the Baltimore doctor.

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CUT DOWN THE WAGES. 
It is the imperative duty of the Mayor and 
the Aldermen to cut down the wages of the 
city employés so as to equalize them with the 
new and reduced wage: scale which has been 
adopted for the people of the United States 
by the Democratic party and its low protec- 
tion and tentative free trade Wilson bill. It 
is the duty of the city authorities to do this. 
No personal considerations should stand in 
the way. The fact that those whose pay will 
be lowered are their friends or their ap- 


| pointees must not be allowed to interfere. 


Political considerations, the fear of the hos- 
tility at the coming election of those who are 
to be cut down must not deter them. From 
the Mayor down there must be a razeeing of 
salaries and wages. 

The reduction which the Democratic tariff 
poliey has forced on the wage-workers of the 
country is fully 20 percent. For every $1 
heretofore paid 80 cents is the most to be 
paid hereafter. Prices are being driven 
down that much as compared with those 
under the McKiuley law during 1890-91-92 
and till about last July, when the extra session 
was called and President Cleveland an- 
nounced his determination to put a tariff 
reform ’’ bill through Congress. Imme- 
diately thereafter the business interests of the 
United States, the merchants and the manu- 
facturers began to put their houses in order 
to meet the great change which was coming. 
They proceeded tocurtail production as much 
as possible, to take steps for wage reductions, 
and to keep down stocks so as not to be 
caught with high priced goods on their hands 
when the cheaper foreign goods began 
coming in. 

The city taxeaters are Democrats with 
scarcely an exception. They were Democrats 
in November, 1892, and they yoted then for 
Cleveland and his tariff reform poliey. 
As far as is known they support the Wilson 
low tariff and income tax bill now. If there 
is one of them who does not ſavor it let him 
stand up in meeting and say so. Not one will 
rise. Therefore they cannot logically or de- 
cently object to a reduction of the high and 
easily earned salaries they are receiving at 
this time. Who are they that they should ask 
for exemption from this law of the decline of 
wages which is being put in force by their 
party? They should be willing to be equal- 
ized down since their own party has ordered 
it. 

If these taxpayers will read they will see 
that all the Democratic leaders in and out of 
Congress contend that the effect of the Wilson 
bill must be to enhance the purchasing power 
of money received for work. The Chicago 
Democrats cannot contradict that and say 
that the party chiefs are all mistaken. They 
must accept the econornic reasoning of their 
leaders. That leaves them with no excuse for 
not reducing the pay of the tax-eating tribe. 

If they fail to trim the wages and leave 

mas they are the effect will be the same 

if they had picked out these hard times for 
the purpose of increasing wages, for the old 
salaries go from 20 to 25 per cent further in 
buying things than they did a year ago. The 
Democratic theory being that the purchasing 
power of wages has gone up, a proper Demo- 
cratic equalization demands that the wages go 
down. 

The Republican Aldermen are iu the major- 
ity in the Council. They are the ones who 
are to decide what wages shall be paid for the 
current year. They should embody this re- 
duction in the appropriation bill they will 
have to pass within afew days. They must 
do so, for it is right and necessary. The city 
is short of money to pay its debts and it can. 


not afford while its c.editors are going with- 


out their money to keep on paying the high- 
priced wages of the past. Retrenchment and 
economy must be the motto. This scaling 
down of wages will also enable the city to 
hire more men and lessen thus the number of 
the unemployed. Instead of a comparatively 
small number dividing among themselves the 
umount which the city can afford to spend 
for .personal services, giving each an ex- 
cessive sum, that amount will be divided 
among a larger number, giving each a rea- 
sonable share. Let there be no monopolizing 
and hogging of the funds. 

And finally Democratic policies and prin- 
ciples demand the reduction. A new scale of 
wages has been set for the entire United 
States by that party. It is impossibie to make 
an exception for one class of labor in one 
city and say that the City of Chicago shall 
pay protection wages to its employés, big and 
little, while every other employer of labor 
throughout the country is paying the new 
Clevelana-Wilson scale. So off with the 20 
per cent which the Democrats insist must be 
the amount of reduction. |

THE WEATHER BUREAU’S APOLOGY. 
According to the report of Monday’s bliz- 
zard made by Dr. Frankenfield of the Weather 
Bureau after the blizzard was over, it had its 
mild beginnings among the orange ranches 
and olive orchards of Los Angeles Satur- 
day last, thence it crossed the niountains and 
appeared in Texas, where it developed into a 
gale. By seven o’clotk it was in Arkansas 
raging with cyclonic fury. In the early hours 
of Monday morning it struck Chicago in the 
shape of an 84 mile an hour blizzard, the Los 
Angeles storm having been reinforced by an 
[illinois contingent. Between them they played 
havoc. With a storm of such dimensions 
clearly in sight on the maps, with an exceed- 
ingiy high barometer north and an exceed- 
ingly low barometer south, with a thermome- 
ter north as far below zero as it was above it 
south, and with the certain knowledge that 
when the equalization came it would come 
with a terrific rush, what was our Weather 
Bureau doing? It was easy enough after the 
conflict was over for Dr. Frankenfield to say: 
Any one could see that such a state of things, 
combined with the barometric difference, 
would easily produce a terrific row in the ele- 
ments. But did the weather reports of his 
bureau indicate it? Sunday morning the 
report read: “Fair, probably followed by 
snow or rain.” Monday morning the re- 
port, made up at the very time the blizzard 
was in Illinois swiftiy swoopimg down upon 
Chicago, read: “* Snow, colder, east to north- 
west winds.” In viewof what really occurred 
Tun Tum submits the Weather Bureau 
roared as gently as a sucking dove. There 
was nothing in its announcemente to give one 
the faintest hint of the terrific storm at hand. 
Apparently Dr. Frankenfield realizes the 
weakness and insufficiency of the report of 
his bureau, as in an interview with a repre- 
sentative of Tas Tainuwz he volunteered the 
foliowing explanation of the way in which the 
blizzard scooped him:

This may be satisfactory to Dr. Frankenfield, 
but the public will be apt to inquire why Dr. 
F. should desert his post in the Auditorium 
tower even to go to church when u blizzard 
of this sort was within a few miles of Chicago. 
It he had remained at his post it is probable 
that several scores of lives might not have 
been exposed at the lake. cribs; that the rail- 
road companies might have been better pre- 
pared to grapple with the storm; that mer- 
chants would have shaped their day’s work so 
as not to lose so much money; and that much 
physical discomfort might have been avoided. 
The government pays its observers well and 
it is the first duty of a government employé 
to be at his post in time of danger. Dr. 
Frankenfield's spiritual needs may be pressing; 
but, however exacting they may be, they can- 
not justify his running away from his post 
and intrusting his duties toa green hand who 
by his own confession could not measure up 
toa great occasion.”” If Dr. Frankenfield 
must go to church Sundays let him pick out 
those Sundays when the occasions are 80: 
little that his substitute can measure up 
to them. He is not paid for going to church, 
singing psalms, and sitting in a comfortable 
pew listening to sermons, or sleeping through 
them, as the case may be, when a blizzard of 
prodigious dimensions menaces life, health, 
and property, and putting on duty a substi- 
tute who apparently does not appreciate the 
difference between a record-breaking blizzard 
and an ordinary wind. 

But even when Dr. Frankenfield is on duty 
his weather oracle does not seem to be in good 
working order. In his interview with Tun 
Tripune’s representative he said: “It is 
going to be cold here tonight and tomorrow. 
If it does not get down to zero tomorrow I 
will resign my office in your favor.“ Tun 
Trrpune’s representative is calmly: waiting 
for Dr. Frankenfield’s resignation, and is pre- 
pared to take his place at a moment’s notice. 
Being a man of excellent fancy, unbounded 
imagination, and audacious guessing capacity, 
he will fill the place quite as acceptably as his 
predecessor. He at least will not allow him- 
self to be scooped by a blizzard when it is in 
plain sight. 
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THE LATEST BOYCOTT. 

A number of citizens of Cook County are 
just now under a boycott, and as a conse- 
quence they are unable to avail themselves of 
opportunities for labor and instruction to 
which they are entitled, and which the courts 
have declared specifically they ought to enjoy 
for some time to come. And yet in spite of 
the injustice done them these boycotted citi- 
zens are quite cheerful and do not utter a 
word of complaint. They submit to their 
fate with a good nature not shown generally by 
persons who have been discriminated against 
and deprived of their legal rights. 

The citizens of Cook County referred to are 
at this moment occupying quarters at the Cook 
County Jail. They have enjoyed their consti- 
tutional right toa fair trial before a Judge 
and twelve jurors. It has been decided that 
in spite of the hard times and the lack of 
work, they shall be given steady labor for 
specified periods, The employment which so 
many seek and seek in vain has been thrust 
on these men by an appreciative community. 

But it appears that they are not to have 
what: they are entitled to. They are boy- 
cotted and denied work by the officers in 
charge.of the Joliet Penitentiary, which was 
to have been the sphere of their activity, and 
where those of them who did not know trades 
were to be taught trades. The prison authori- 
ties say they will take nobody from Cook 
County Jail because of a report that there is 
smallpox there or thereabouts. Consequently 
those individuals for whom the Judges and 
juries thought they had made such excellent 
provision must stay cooped up on the North 
Side. 

But, as has been atated, they bear their fate 
with smiling resignation. Not one of them 
has written to the papers to protest. Not one 
of them has notified the Sheriff that he pro- 
poses to hold some one responsible if he is not 
allowed to go to work at once. For them the 
boycott has no terrors. They would not 
make a fuss probably if they were held in 
jailfor a year longer. While they may not 
complain, however, the jail authorities no 
doubt will very soon if the boycott is not 
taken off. Their boarding-house is not an 
india-rubber one and is about as full now as 
it will hold. If they cannot get rid of the 
penitentiary cases promptly they will not 
have room for any new customers; and, 
furthermore, it will be decidedly expensive to 
keep on paying for the feeding of prisoners 
who ought to be in Joliet. The boycott will 
have tc be removed in the interest of the 
county even if the prisoners fail to insist on 
their rights. 


A TEXT BOOK FOR ALDERMEN AND MU- 
NICIPAL OFFICERS, 

Tue Trrpunz of Monday contained a num- 
ber of extracts from animportant and well 
written pamphlet eutitled Powers, Duties, 
and Obligations of the City of Chicago with 
Respect to Its Streets.“ This pamphlet is 
commended tothe earfiest attention of the 
law officers of the City of Chicago, to the 
Mayor andthe City Council, It deals with 
the subject embraced in its title lucidly and 
convinciagly. Every declaration as to the 
powers, duties, and obligations of the city 
with respect to the streets is sustained by 
copious quotations from the decisions of the 
courts, includmg our own Supreme Court. 
The pamphlet is in fact authoritative and it 
should become a text book for the instruction 
of the municipal officers. In this publica- 
tion it is truthfully asserted’ that in no city 
in the civilized world. of one-tenth 
part the size of Chicago has the 
municipal power sanctioned actively or 
passively sucha comprehensive use of its 
streets for railroad’ purposes as the City of 
Chicago, resulting in the practical exclusion 
of the public therefrom in many instances.“ 
The author adds: It is high time that the 
public authorities awoke toa realizing sense 
of their duties in the premises and inaugura- 
ted vigorous measures for the protection of 
the public rights.” This might be made 
stronger. On some of the stgeets the public 
have hardly any rights to protect, but their 
cights should be restored. Without warrant 
of law whole streets have been given up to 
the railroads for their use. A notable exam. 
ple is Fortieth street from State street to 
Drexel boulevard, given up to the Stock- 
Yards company without a semblance of right. 
Other examples are: Kinzie street given away 
to the Milwaukee and St. Paul, the Northwest. 
ern, and other roads; Sixteenth street to the 
Burlington and Quincy and parallel lines; 
Stewart avenue to the Pennsylvania company 
and parallel lines; and parts of Clark street to 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern. 
The Supreme Court has frequently and em- 
phatically declared against these usurpations. 
Recently when the city surrendered Archer 
avenue to the Madison and Northern and when 
the surrender was disputed the Supreme 
Court declared as follows:

viaducts and who alone should have borne the 
expenses thus necessitated.

THE PESTIFEROUS HATCH BILL, 

Tue Tripune already has stated that the 
bill introduced by Farmer Hatch for 
regulating the sale of certain agricultural 
products ’’ would prohibit speculation in those 
products, though the father of the measure 
professes to favor legitimate speculation.”’ 
The proposed tax of three cents on every ten 


| bushels of grain and every 100 pounds of cot- 


ton, hops, pork, lard, flour, or bacon that is 
covered by a contract for future delivery 
much exceeds the average commission 
charged for transacting the business, so that 
it would more than double the actual cost of 
the trade besides hampering it with other 
discouraging restrictions. Passing by the in- 
evitable loss to the merchant as something the 
farmer may be thought to care nothing about 
the measure must be branded as mischievous 
because of the loss it would entail on the pro- 
ducer of every one of the articles named. It 
is undeniable that he would have to bear a 
large part of the extra expense of moving his 
property to a primary market and having it 
distributed to the ultimate consumers. 

The interests of the producer would be 
taxed still mdre heavily by the provision that 
stamps to the amount of 10 cents must be 
affixed for every bushel of grain and every 
five pounds of each of the other articles 
named in case the contract is terminated 
otherwise than by actuul sale and delivery or 
even if such termination be only delayed. It 
is provided charitably in the measure that the 
farmer may sell for future delivery, but no 
law can give to him or the merchant.the wis- 
dom by which the quality of the article, as 
referred toa certain standard, can be known 
previous to actual inspectioh. Nor can the 
country buyer who purchases the property on 
sight always tell just how it will be graded on 
arrival in the market to which it is to be sent. 
Its grade is determined there by inspection 
on arrival. The present practice is to sell in 
the regular market a quantity equal to that 
bought in the country, and if on arrival the 
property proves to be of inferior quality to 
that sold the first sale on the market is cov- 
ered by another purchase andthe property 
sold on its merits. The extra tax would ap- 
ply to every transaction of this kind in which 
the property did not come up to grade,“ 
and such cross trading would be rendered im- 
possible by the great expense. 

The result of this would be the cutting out 
of a practice whichis of the utmost impor- 
tance to the producer. Without it he could 
not expect to sell his property till after it had 
been inspected by the interior buyer, a sam- 
ple of it sent to the market in which the latter 
wished to sell, and a guarantee that 
the property should be s equal to the 
sample in all respects. The delay inci- 
dent to this process, and the trouble 
and cost of getting some oneto furnish an 
acceptable guarantee, could not be avoided 
except by the farmer sending his property to 
a far-off market to be sold for him on com- 
mission, instead of dealing with a buyer near- 
er home. When that was done there would still 
remain the broad fact that while acrop is 
harvested within the range of a very few 
weeks and the consumption is spread over a 
period of twelve months, somebody must 
stand the risk or pay the cost of carrying a 
large part of the crop through a long time 
between its production and ultimate con- 
sumption. Tolimit the market in which he 
could sell at any time, as is proposed by the 
Hatch bill, would be to discourage a man 
from buying, and thus the produce would at 
times press on the markets of the world with 
far greater weight than now, because the 
strength or weakness of the market de- 
pends on the activity of current demand 
as compared with the current supply. The 
produce of the American farmer would have 
to go begging for purchasers, and they only 
would take hold at still lower prices to give 
them a wider margin of possible profit to 
compensate for the greater risk incurred in 
the transaction. They would charge more for 
the capital required tocarry the property than 
is now exacted by the commission merchant 
and speculator combined. 

Hence the passage of the Hatch bill would 
be one of the very worst things that could 
happen to the farmer whose interests it pre- 
tends to favor. It would place him entirely 
at the mercy of buyers wanting to keep 
down prices to the lowest possible notch. 
There is strong ground for the belief that the 
original anti-option bill was formulated at the

because the inevitable undervaluations would 
permit the foreign manufacturer to get his 
goods into this country for less than the 
ostensible duty. Thus the revenue and the 
American manufacturer are dealt with un- 
fairly. An honest free trader takes a duty 
The sneak- 
ing free trader claps onan ad valorem duty 
which he says will give abundant protection, 
knowing at the same time that it will not give 
sufficient protection even if fairly collected 
and that it will not be fairly collected be- 
cause of tho facilities for fraud of the ad 
valorem system. The fact that this is a dis- 
reputable way of getting at free trade does 
not make it at all offensive to ‘the Democrats. 


By the death of Hans Guide '< von Bülow one 


ot the greatest of modern German musicians 


has passed away. He had been an invalid for 
some time. and his nervous system was so 
shattered that he had long been on the verge 


of insanity. He has held an important posi- 


tion in the musical world through his inti- 
mate association with Liszt and Wagner, both 
of whom at one time were his teachers, as well 

as by his own accomplishments, He was an 
ardent advocate of Wagner’s music-drama 

and so honest in his advocacy that even when 
Wagner so poorly requited it as to take his 
wife (Liszt’s daughter) away from him he re- 

mained true to the music of the future. Von 

Bülow has held ~nany high and honorable po- 
sitions in the Berlin Conservatory, as the King 
of Bavaria’s Capellmeister, and in the same 
situation at the Hanoverian and Saxe-Mein- 
ingen courts. As a composer he has not held 
first rank, but as a conductor, and particularly 
as a concert pianist, he has made a world- 
wide reputation. Asa pianist he was a class- 
ical purist in the highest degree, and made the 
world acquainted with the works of Beethoven 
and others as they were written and as the 
composers intended them to be interpreted. 
His genius asa pianist was recognized every- 
where, and his remarkable performances in. 
this country will be well remembered. One 
of his most valuable legacies is his editions 
of the works of the classical composers for 
piano students, In this direction his labors in 
music, and he was a prodigious worker, have 
been of the ghost value.

The Platform Versus the Wilson Bill. 

These words occurin the platform adopted by 
the Democratic party's representatives assem- 
bled in national convention in Chicago in 1892: 

After thirty years of rostrictive taxes against 
the importation, of foreign wealth in exchange 
for our agricultural surplus, the homes and 
farms of the country have become burdened with 
a roal estate mortgage debt of over $2,500,000, 
exclusive of all ‘ot oe forms of indebtedness. 
The average real estate mortgage debt in a West- 
ern State is $165 per capita. 

One of the peculiarities of the Democratic plat- 
form is that where it fails to be.explicit it mis- 
leads The extract is a fine illustration of the 
latter. Here are the facts: The mortgage debt, 
over 62.500, 000. has come into existence within 
the last thirty years. By whom was the greater: 
portion of the land in question owned thirty 
years ago? Was it owned by the National or State 
Governments or by land-grant railroads? 

Under the homestead or similar laws a consid- 
erable porti of the population went to the 
lands in the Western States and settled upon 
them. Somefimes the lands were purchased at 
low figures. In many cases improvements were 
wanted—farm bouses and modera tools which 
every farmer of today must have. These were 
mortgaged in many instances, because it was 
deemed profitable to do so by. the owners. And 
the fact is undisputed, or if disputed not proved, 
that the improvements more than paid the inter- 
est upon the mortgage.

FIVE CHILDREN CRUSHED TO DEATH, 


Killed in a Barn Destroyed by the Hurri- 
4 cane at Penselin. 

Bern, Feb. 13.—A barn near Penselin, in 
which a number of children sought shelter 
during a hurricane today, was blown down 
and five of the children were killed and a 
number of others were more or less injured. 
The new church tower at Neu-Brandenburg 
collapsed during the storm and partly wrecked 
the church. 

Reports of loes of life and damage to prop- 
erty by yesterday’s storm continue to be re- 
ceived from all parts of the country. At 
Rudeberg.

GLADSTONE HAS A SMALL MAJORITY 
1 IN THE COMMONS. 


The Employers’ Liability Measure as It 
Comes from the Lords Ie Amended 
with a View to Compromising Differ- 
ences, but by Such a Narrow Margin 
‘That the Government May Abandon It 


portunity for the Liberals, 


Lonpon, Feb. 13.—The House of Commons 
was thronged today in anticipation of some 
important movement against the House of 
Lords. The employers’ liability bill was un- 
der consideration. 

Henry Peyton Cobb proposed as a compro- 
mise amendment that any existing agreemént 
between workmen and their eimpiloyers 
should be excluded from the bill for three 
years, ~ ' 

Samuel Woods, member for one of the 
Lancashire divisions and a representative of 
labor, followed Mr. Balfour and said that on 
behalf of 360,000 miners he opposed the 
compromise, declaring the miners preferred 
that the bill be deferred, as public opinion 
would soon foree it through the House in its 
original form. 

‘David Plankett, member for Dublin 
University, speaking as a director of the 
Northwestern railway, said it was absurd to 
suppose the company would continue its pres- 
ent large contribution to the insurance fund 
if the bill became law. 

Joseph Chamberlain said it was a wire-pull- 
ing ameudment, adding that the trades union 
congress did not represent all the workingmen, 
who, he believed, did not favor the bill, which 
would not only destroy existing insurance 
agreements, but would prevent future ar- 
rungements. 0 

John Burns said he regretted the govern- 
ment had accepted a compromise, as, if it had 
adhered to the original, the Lords must have 
yielded. Mr. Burns then warned the leaders 
of the opposition that if the Lords rejected the 
bill the trade unionists, numbering 1.500.000, 
would be joined by 4,500,000 members of 
frie.dly societies. Continuing, Burns re- 
marked that if the government stuck to the 
bill the majority at the next election would be 
nereased to 150. This statement was re- 
ceived with opposition jeers. 

The House, by a vote of 219 to 197, then 
adopted Henry Asquith’s motion to omit from 
the bill the House of Lords’ amendment re- 
quiring that claims must be taken from in- 
surance funds, to which the employers had 
contributed one-third, and involving an ap- 
peal to the law where the funds were not suf. 
ficient to meet the claims and the employers 
declined to cover the deficiency. 

A. J. Balfour, the Conservative leader, said 
the Conservatives would resist to the utmost 
the illusory pretense of a compromise. He 
was certain the House of Lords’ amendment 
would be azcepted by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

Finally the House adopted Mr. Cobb’s 
amendment by a vote of 215 to 213. The 
House of Lords’ amendments as amended 


were then agreed to. : 


The unexpected smallness of the Gladstone 
majority is explained by the fact that twenty 
Irish Nationalists were absent and unpaired, 
and that several Liberals voted against the 
government asa protest against any conces- 
‘sion being granted to the. Peers. 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt, replying to 
a question by George Goschen, said there was 
no intention of reopening the India mints or 
of returning to the minimum rate for council 
bills.

GLADSTONE’S GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 


John Redmond Says He Could Now Carry 
the Country. 

Dustin, Feb. 13.—At a meeting of the Na- 
tional League today John Redmond said the 
only cause for delaying the release of the 
money known as the Paris fund was the tech- 
nical point raised by the McCarthyites to em- 
barrass Mr. Dillon. Continuing, Mr. Red- 
mond said the government now had a great 
opportunity, which it might not have again, 
of dissolving Parliament and carrying the 
country. In Mr. Redmond’s opinion the gov- 
ernment ought to reject the Lords’ amend- 
ments, prorogue Parliament, call a new ses- 
sion immediately, and pass a new registration 
bill. Then, whether the bill passed the Lords 
or not, the government should appeal to the 
country on home rule and on the Lords’ 


Mr. Redmond believed the Liberals wou 
sweep the country and still have Mr. Glad. 
stone as their leader. 

A great meeting of the London Reform 
Union to protest against the existence of the 
House of Lords was held this evening. Sid. 
ney Buxton, Member of Parliament for the 
Tower Hamlets und Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Colonial Office, made a speech in which 
he said the Lords had flouted and insulted the 
people's delegates and that it was high time 
they were called to account. Similar speeches 
were made by Sir Wilfrid Lawson, Henry 
Labouchere, and others. 

A. H. Dyke-Acland, M. P., who holds the 
office of vice-president of the committee of 
council on education in the’ present ministry, 
raised a furor of enthusiasm in his speech at 
Portsmouth this evening by declaring the 
governinent had determined to negative all 
amendments made by the House of Lords. 
The government would not submit, he said, 
to being dietated to by the peers.

Pracur, Feb. 13.—The Judges trying the 
members of the revolutionary secret society 
Omladiria continue to have their patience tried 
by their troublesome prisoners. The prison- 
ers declared the number of policemen at the 
proceedings was unnecessarily strong and re- 
fused to enter the court unless the number 
was reduced. The matter was adjusted, but 
the prisoners were 80 recalcitrant that pro- 
ceedings were almost impossible.

The complainant in the case was Charles 
Truax, President and marager of Truax, 
Greene & Co., dealers in physicians’ supplies 
at Nos. 75 and 77 Wabash atenue, Chicago. 
The prisoner was employed by the firm from 
last February until July as a salesman. In 
the latter month he was discovered in a pecu- 
liar transaction and discharged. Then he 
went to Brooklyn with his wife. 

Recently Mr. Truax learned that some one 
was selling to physicians in this city and 
Brooklyn instruments bearing his firm name 
for cost. He came on Thursday and se- 
cured a detective, who called on Van. 
wagener and was Offered instruments. 
The young man was then arrested 
and $600 worth of Truax, Greene & Co:’s 
property was found in his room. ‘Today he 
was indicted by the grand jury for bringing 
stolen property into the State. Later he was 
arraigned and pleaded guilty and was re- 


manded. Mr. Truax pleaded for clemency 
for him. 


Mr. Truax says he believes that fully 
$3,000 worth of his property was stolen from 
his place by the young man. He declares he 
has been robbed for years by employés.

He Says He Is Helping Uis Nephew= 
“Getting Even” with Grinnell. 

„J have no intention of building a livery 
stable on Kimbark avenue, between Fifty- 
| first and Fifty-second streets, said Dan Wren 
yesterday. My nephew. is going to build a 
warehouse, but I am backing him. I am 
doing it to get even with J. S. Grinnell and I 
don’t care who knows it. To say that lam 
doing this for blackmailing purposes is non- 
sense.

The people said it would hurt their property 
and offered me my price for the lot, and I 
sold. 1 have built a great many stables to 
rent, ‘both before and after the big fire.“ 


ARRESTED WHILE BUYING A .SCALE. 


Aaron Coppenburg Jr. Meets an Obstacle 
in Pursuit of His Plans. 


Plymouth, O., was arrested yesterday at Fair- 
banks’ scale-house on a charge of passing 
worthless checks. Coppenburg’s father is in 
the meat and wool business, ard the gnethod

The drafts already cashed by this time 
had been returned as worthless, and notice 
had been sent to all dealers in scales in the 
city to look out for him. When he called 
yesterday at Fairbanks’ house to purchase a 
scale for his father he was arrested. 


Receipts of Independent Postoffices. 

Auditor Drake of the postoffice has prepared a 
report showing the total amount of business done 
by the fifty-eight independent postoffices within 
the city limits during the year 1893. The ten 
second and third class offices received from the 
sale of stamps and other sources $109,025. The 
receipts of the forty-eight fourth-class offices 
wére $23,032, making a total of $132,057. The 
area in square miles served from these offices 
was 123; the population, 175,000. Adding the 
receipts of these offices to the business done by 
the Chicago Postoffiée makes the total postal re- 
ceipts in ‘the city during 1893 $4,863,684.

DISCUSS SOME SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 


Dinner of the Baptist Union Is Attended 
by 600 Members. 

Six hundred ladies and gentlemen of the 
Baptist Social Union attended a dinner in the 
Grand Pacific last night. Andrew Mc- 
Leish presided. The Chicago University 
Glee club furnishéd vocal music. 

The Rev. Dr. Wayland Hoyt of Minneapolis 
spoke on ontentment with Our Denomina- 
tional Polity.’ He said the Baptist pol- 
ity was not perfect, for there was 
no system established by man that did 
not get full of friction and out of 
gear. Though imperfect he would not 
exchange it fur any other system under the 
sun. It worked in two directions. It was a 
growing polity. From its inception it had 


- withstood all heresies and remained firm to 


the fundamental principles upon which the 
denomination had been founded. It laid 
emphasis upon spiritual menhood and ran 
the gantlet of error because it rested upon a 
personal loyalty to Jesus Christ instead of 
upon courts, conferences, and elaborate 
No one could be afraid of a reverent, 
scientific criticism of tne scriptures. 

. W. Parker of the Baptist City Mission 
spoke on Certain Social Problems.” He 
said in part: There isa section of the city 
between Stewart avenue and the river and 
between Twenty-second and Thirty-ninth 
streets, with a population of 60,000 people; 
from Twentieth to Fortieth streets along 
the lake front there is an equal 
area of territory with about the same 
population. The latter is rich and prosperous. 
The lake section has ten book stores to none 
in its neighboring section to the west; the 
public library has three stations there to none 
in the other. At the last municipal election 
the lake region gave Mr. Swift 6,600, Mr. 
Hopkins 3,700 votes. The river region gave 
Mr. Swift 2,900, Mr. Hopkins 6,900 votes. 
This illustrates the great difference between 
the two sections and the lack of political 
sympathy in them. There are three Catholic 
churches in the lake region, and six in the 
river section; there are twenty-two Protestant 
churches in the one section and but six strug- 
gling Protestant churches in the other. In 
the lake region is found intelligence, wealth, 
‘comfort, and all that makes life enjoyable; 
on the other hand is ignorance, want, misery, 
and degradation.“ 

The speaker asserted that all the modern 
methods of affording permanent relief to the 
lower strata of society, as represented by the 

river region, had been fruitless, and he ar- 

gued that only the Christian religion and 
plans based upon it could solve the problems 
presented.

THE LAW WILL DEAL WITH YETZER. 


The Banker iv No Danger of Violence 
Bank’s Affairs Badly Mixed. 

Atuantic, la., Feb. 13.—[Special.]—The 
stories that J. C. Yetzer of the defurct Cash 
County Bank was lynched, or about to be 
lynched, have grossly exaggerated the facts. 
The depositors have urged Receiver Theo. 
G. Steinke for a report, but have at no time 
shown any excessive excitement or disposition 
to be anything but lawful. The depositors, 
however, are dumfounded at the extent they 
have been duped and the manner in which 
robbery was committed. The report is liable 
to be even worse than their expectations. 

A few figures have been obtained that con- 
tain the chief facts of the statement that will 
be put on record next Saturday. The notes 
and overdrafts of J. C. Yetzer, the President, 
amount to about $100,000, to cover which he 
has turned in real estate and securities to the 
amount of about $55,000. The notes and 
overdrafts of Isaac and . J. Dickerson 
amount to about $85,000. Isaac Dickerson 
was Vice-President of the bank and father 
of A. W. Dickerson, the cashier. A. W. 
Dickerson’s overdraft was about 527,000. 
For five years their draft and cash account 
had not been checked up or balanced. No 
entry was made in some transactions and it 
has been an endless job for the receiver and 
his expert, J. S. Black. 

It is claimed the officers of the bank knew 
the bank to be insolvent for over a year be- 
fore it closed its doors, and that every de- 
posit during that time makes them liable. It 
is reported that 4. W. Dickerson, the cashier. 
has expressed his determination to plead 
guilty. The grand jury is now in session, 
and is composed of farmers who will give 
him an opportunity. J. C. Yetzer is also 
awaiting the pleasure of the jury, but the 
Vice-President is nowhere to be found, but it 
is supposed he is in Missouri, where the Dick- 
ersons have invested a great deal of money in 
the last year or two in coal lands.

The Mayor has ordered the discharge of Pa- 
trolman Michael O'Connor, one of the de- 
tense witnesses in the Coughlin trial. He se- 
cured a transcript of the officer’s testimony, 
and said he found on reading it that O’Con- 
nor was a re.uctant witness and too stupid to 
be a policeman. The Mayor holds it to be 
the duty of an officer to assist the prosecution 
in murder and other criminal cases, and that 
it is no part of an officer’s duty to withhold 
information which may lead to conviction for 
crime, The discharge of O’Connor has been 
delayed because it was feared it might be 
considered an interference with the course of 
the trial. But since the transfer of Detective 


Barney Flynn yesterday there seems to be no 


reason why the announcement should be longer 
delayed. O' Conner's evidence was intended 
to impeach Mrs. Foy. It was nothing out of 
the ordinary, but during its progress O' Con- 
nor declared that Chief of Police Brennan 
had put him in plain clothes so as to give him 
an opportunity of working up his evidence, 
Next day Chief Brennan came to the court- 
room to deny this statement. He openly de- 
clared he would have O’Connor’s scalp. It

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GORE HEIRS N WIN THE HOTEL CASE. 


Judge Tuley Holds They May Sell to Get 


Back Gore’s Advances. 


J udge Tuley yesterday rendered an opinion 


in the Gore Hotel litigation which has been 


in court for several years. The opinion was 


upon a final hearing. The court held 
that the enterprise in which Messrs. 
Heffron and Gore were engaged was 
a joint venture in the nature of a 
partnership in lands; that Gore's death ter- 
minated the venture, and that, as the venture 
was for no definite period like any other part- 


nership, it could be terminated at the will of | 


either party. When the parties agreed to go 
into the hotel business they abandoned the 
agreement as to Gore being paid from the 
renis, but that the lien on the prop- 
erty created by the agreement remained 
and Gore had the right to have it 
foreclosed and the property sold to pay the 
Gore advances, which it vas conceded 
amounted to $200,000, The proceeding was 
commenced by John J. Knickerbocker, 
executor of the estate of James Gore. Mr. 
Gore and Patrick Heffron in 1886 had gone 
into a speculation to build on a n nety-nine- 
year lease of the ground where Gore’s Hotel 
now stands. e added to the property a 
ninety-nine year lease of the Open Board, of 
Trade Building and they erected an eight- 
story building, now known as Gore’s Hotel. 
This cost $400,000, of which Mr. Gore ad- 
vanced about 8150, 000, and the rest was 
Gore and Heff ron 
and in June, 
1888, opened it for business. It 
was not profitable. In January. 
1889, Mr. Gore filed a bill in court for a 
winding up of the W en and had a re- 
He obtained a decree for 
$165,000 and an order of sale. The suit was 
taken to the Appellate Court, where the bench 
found the bill was mulitfarious ; that a bill 
could not be filed to wind up the hotel part- 
nership and the leasehold venture in one pro- 
ceeding. The suit was sent back and was 
amended in the lower court to apply to the 
hotel partnership only. In this shape it pro- 
ceeded toa decree and order of sale. The 
present suit was in the shape of a bill to wind 
up the leasehold venture. In taking the case 
under consideration Judge Tuley had held 
that the Appellate Court decision was no bar. 
The contest, he heid, turned largely upon 
an agreement of the parties made in January, 
1887, by which all the leaseholds were as- 
signed to Gore, who .agreed to borrow the 
money to furnish the hotel, but with the right 
to borrow any money he could on the prop- 
erty. The court also held that by the agree- 
ment the rents were to be appropriated to the 
carrying charges of the leasehold, to the 
maintenance of the property, interest upon 
mortgages, and also to e eee, Gore for 
his advances. Defendant's counsel had con- 
tended the only way Gore could get his money 
was from the net results, These, however, at 
the time of filing the bill were insufficient to 
pay the carryiMg charges and also the ex- 
penditures for maintenance and interest.

The will of David W. Irwin was admitted to 
probate by Judga Puterbaugh yesterday.

Charles D. Irwin and Far- 
riett Elizabeth Root were appoint- 
ed executors by the court. These, 
with Mrs. Rebecea Irwin, are the heirs, Testa- 
tor directed in his will that his funeral should 
be plain and unostentatious, as it mattered | 
little how his material body was interred when 
his spirit had found repose. Bequests were 
made to these institutions: Chicago Orphan 
Asylum, $1,000; Board of Home Missions 
Presbyterian Church of the United States, 
$1,000; the Board of Foreign Missions, 
$5 00; and the Presbyterian Hospital, $500.

MR KBENE’S STATEMENT OF THE 


NEW JOOKEY OLUB’S PLANS. 


It Will Not Take Cognizance of the Book- 

makers Directly Excépt to Declare Bets 
Off Through Its Judges=Pencilers Must 
Sell Their Horses or Quit the Business 
Taxing the Ring $12,000 a Day Logical- 
ly Results in FraudseOther Sporting 
Matters. | 


New York, Feb. 18.—The horse-owners 
who appointed the committee, of which James 
R. Keene was Chairman, to organize the new 
jockey club, met this afternoon in the Hoff- 
man House and received the final report of 
the committee. As all- of its duties had been 
performed and the club had been organized 
and incorporated the committee was dis- 
charged. ' 

Chairman Keene safd all of the racing asso- 
ciations had promised to join with the new 
club except the Coney Island Jockey club. 
He said the object of the new jockey club was 
to correct the abuses that had crept: into rac- 
ing. It was organized at the request of the 
racing men and breeders. There had been no 
motive, he said, of personal aggrandizement 
on the present promoters. Their only object 


had been the elevation of racing. They had 


thought if they could organize a club of fifty 
or seventy-five prominent men they could 
prevent hostile legislation. They had hoped 
to have favorable laws passed in New Jersey, 
but at the present time the future of racing 
looks dubious, even in the State of New York. 

It will be necessary,“ he said, to do a 
great deal to win back public confidence in 
racing. The greatest difficulty in the way is 
the attitude of the racing associations them- 
selves, They demand from the bookmakers 
$100 a day apiece. Ona day when there is 
a big stake to be decided there are 120 book- 
makers in the ring. They pay $12,000 to 
the association. Their other expenses in- 
creuse this amount 50 per cent.“ Where does 
this money come from? You place them in 
a position where they have to make $12.000 
or $16,000 a day and you make rogues of 
them. Trainers and jockeys are bought and 
racing is not racing at all. This state of 
things cannot last forever. We have decided 
to be potential in this matter and to try to 
eure the trouble.“ 

At this point Bookmaker Harry Pooten 
asked for information. He feared they were 
going to injure the business of bookmaking 
and he wanted to know what provisions in re- 
lation to it had been made by the club, 

Mr. Keene replied that the club would take 
no cognizance of betting except where the 
stewards may have to decide a race in which 
it is involved, **We may make a rule,“ he 
added, “telling the bookmakers if they want 
to be bookmakets to make their books and 
sell their horses. It must not be understood 
that this jockey club is going to be such an 
autocratic affair thatitis going to do in- 
justice to anybody.

The victims with the exception of two leave 
families. One of these lost his wife only a 
month ago and four children survive them.

The Gaylord mine is owned by Daniel Ea.

company. The best coal in the mine was 
taken out yearsago. Then it was abandoned 
because it could not be operated. with profit. 
Three weeks ago the cotnpany decided 
to resume operations and a party 
of expert miners was sent into the 
mine to make an examination. They faund 
matters in bad shape. The last men at work 
in the colliery had ** robbed” the pillars sup- 
porting the roof until they were very thin. 

lining experts gave it as their opinion, how- 
ever, that the mine could be put in good con- 
dition again with a small outlay of capital. 
The company decided to go on with the work. 
Monday morning a large number of expert 
mine?s carrying safety lamps entered the 
mine and began the work of clearing up the 
old gangways and propping the roof. They 
had not been at work long until a “squeeze 
came, which compelled the men to retrace 
their steps. Foreman Picton with twelve 
selected miners volunteered to go down the 
shaft and see what could be done. The descent 
was made at 10 o’ciock last night. Picton’s 
object was to beam the roof ‘with heavy tfm- 
ber. The supposition is that the men were at 
work, timbering, when the rocky roof came 
tumbling down upon their heads, crushing 
their lives out and putting a wall of débris be- 
tween them and the mouth of the shaft 400 
feet in thickness. 

Two rescuing parties went down during the 
afternoon, but further caves sent them back. 
Supt. Edwards said tonight he would take 
care of the women and children whose hus- 
bands and fathers lost their lives in today’s 
calamity. The mine is a total wreck. 

John Cuddy, who was at work with the en- 
tombed men, escaped with his life by a bair's 
breadth. The fall cut him off from the other 
workers by about two feet, making a dividing 
wall between him and his companions. Im- 
mediately after the roof had fallen in he 
could hear the men who were entombed 
groaning and then all age At no time, 
is it believed, was there ahy hope of taking 
the men out alive, 


SHOOTS HIS WIFE AND LITTLE SON. 


Dr. Duestrow, a Sts Louis Millionaire, Mur- 
ders in a Drunken Frenzy. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 13.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Arthur Duestrow, while in a drunken delirium 
this afternoon, shot and mortally wounded 
his wife and their son Louis, 3 years old.

Fifty property-owners attended the meeting 
of the West Park Board yesterday afternoon 
filled with indignation at the manner in which 
rebates had been made in the special assess.

Midgley Denounces an Outrage. 


J. W. Midgley, Chairman of the Western 
Freight Association, sent the following letter: 

I dosire to respectfully and earnestly protest 
against the continuance on the present basis of 
the assessment levied against the property abut- 
ting on Douglas boulevard.

A further 
statement has been made by the astute attorney 
who conducted the shameful deal that those who 
did not resist the proposed assessment * sinned 
away their day of grace.“ My vocabulary does 
not enable me to characterize fittingly the con- 
tempt with which a party who would make such 
a statement as the above should, by the 
public and by all honest people, be treat- 
ed. those who are not “kickers ”’ 
but who quietly and uncomplainingly pay their 
taxes, are to have no protection, then we have ap- 
parently sunk to that point wherethere are no 
rights left to taxpayere which public servants 
are bound to respect.

WHALESBACKS AS VESSELS OF WAR. 


Capt. McDougall’s Scheme Finds Favor 
with Officers of the Navy. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 18.—A board ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Navy has 
about completed its examination of the mod- 
els, plans, and specifications of Capt. Alexand- 
er McDougali, of West Superior, Wis., sub- 
mitted with a view of providing for an aux- 
iliary naval force on the great lakes. Capt. 
McDougall is the originator of the whale- 
back idea and his proposition is, not only to 
construct men-of-war on -this principle, 
but to modify and strengthen existing vessels 
of this type, to carry armament when needed.
